Drift of Affairs Toward a Bull Fall

Campaign.

THE ACTIVITY OF INDUSTRIES
Indicate* no Reactionary Tendency.
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Favorable Course.Prosperous ConditionsContinue Throughout the
Land.Prices Will be Sustained.

NEW YOIUC, August 27.7-The period

of summer recreation ii now nearlrig its
close, and from this time, forward the
ranks of Wall stret operators will be
reinforced by the return of absentees.
It would seem that tbey may be safely
expected to resume operations only
with buoyant expectations. During
their two months of absence, the whole
drift of affairs, both in finance and
trade, has been towards the maintenanceof an active bull campaign during
the fall months. The aeUvity of our

industries far exceeds anything ever
witnessed In the past; nor is.there anywherean indication of impending overproductionnor of reactionary tendency,and what is still more important,
producers have now a guaranty they
never before bad, In the rapid growth
of their ability to command foreign
^tlets for any possible surplus of supplyIn the home markets. At the beginningof the summer there were some
uncertainties in the situation which
produced a degree of hesitancy in the
securities market, and made operators
the more willing to take a breathing
spell after several successive months of
extraordinary excitement Thoseobstacleshave now disappeared. The
crops, taking them as a whole, are

more than a good average. Our grain
market may be expected to receive the
stimulus of another season of short
crops In other countries; and, Judging
from the present temper of business on

the produce exchange, It seems possible
that while the quantity of our exportable.surplus of cereals may not fully
equul that of the last two seasons, yet
their aggregate vaiue uiu/ cmu^ approximatethat of either of those years.
So that appearances Indicate the probabilityof a continuance of the remarkablecreditor foreign balances that
have marked the fiscal years 1897-8 and
1SSS-9. These are prospects the imlwvrtanceof which It Is not easy, to exaggerate.
Again, the money market has taken

9 course much more favorable than was

feared a few weeks ago. Those who
huve put much reliance upon the largenessof the reserves held by the banks
of the Interior have been Justified by
the current drift of the Internal
exchanges. At a time when money is

usually flowing from the metropolitan
bunks to their country correspondents,
with a consequent depletion of the reserves.we find the surplus of reserves

iteadlly rising. Those most closely
Intimate with the facts of the banking
situation have the least misgiving about

any possibility of any approach to real

(stringency during the remaining six

weeks during which the domestic exchangesare apt to rule against New

York. There Is every reason to believe
that the local banks hold both the foreignand the home exchanges well in

their hands, and that while they will

raise no obstacle to good rates for

money, yet they will steer the market
clear of positive stringency.
Under these circumstances, and In

view of the still Increasing earnings of
the railroads, It seems highly probable
that the market for securtles will henco

forward be borne along by strong bull

currents, and that the effects of that

tendency may soon begin to appear.

The past week witness**! several sharp
attacks upon values. Results were anythingbut encouraging to the bear side

of the market. Two or three of the

active shares were singled opt and

moro or less liquidation induced by the

circulation of doubts and sensational
predictions of lower prices. Such shallowtricks, however, were soon exposed
and there was no real interruption to

the favorable conditions and news

which are now influencing values. No

change was made In the Bank of Englandrate of discount, the reserve

otandlng at about the same point as

a year ago. London has apparently
been a more active buyer of American
railroad shares; the market there showingconsiderable excitement at times,
but fcius fur there has been n6 correspondingincrease in the supply of securitybills in the foreign exchange market;so it in uncertain whether the buyingIn London was on foreign or Americanaccount. European financial marketswere somewhat unsettled by the

Transvaal and Dreyfus affairs;, but

apart from these Influences there is

nothing unfavorable to this market In

the foreign situation. As we have said
previously, Berlin Is a point that will
War watching, but there are Do serious
signs of danger there yet In view.

working men are employed to-day on

fairly CAUght up to the supply in everythlng.There Is little selling ahead.
The business of the country Is on u legitimatebasis and devoid of boom,
which is the best evidence of Its substantialand lasting character. Now
that the crops are assured, and the
roon y scaredas passed over, tho Impetusto push business ahead can be relied
upon for the balance of this year at

least, thereby making It the best recordyear ever experienced in business
circles.

The present high range of prices will
naturally Induce n good deal of realisinghereafter on all the advances, especiallyof the stocks that are under ma-

nlpulatlon. This of course will produce
frequent r»nrt!on* in the entire market.Such fluctuations, however, will
tend to keep the activity up, which Is
a good feature, rather than otherwise.
For the coming week I advise quick
turns to catch the fluctuations, which
will aggregate good results for nimble
traders.

Wool.
Bradstreet's: The market maintains

a very strong tone for all fine wools of
half-blood and better, while on the
coarser wools the tone is fairly steady.
The general demand is quoted quiet,
but some mills have made liberal purchases,and the week's business foots
up fair. Prices are not materially
changed, and are fully maintained on

fine wools. For fine medium and fine
territorial the scoured basis is about
50052c, with choice staple lots ranging
higher as to quality. Nearly 1,000,000
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manufacturer! in Boston this week at

16017c, coating about 62c cleaned for

good staple. In excess of 2,000,000
pounds territories were bought this
week. Fleeces are firm, but quiet, with
fair sales of pulled noted. Some scoured
wools are yet being picked up. Australianwools are quiet but firm, with more

doing in carpet wools.

FINANCE AND TRADE.

The Features of the Money atid Stock
Markets.

NEW YORK, August 27,-Tho marketopened with yesterday's drooping
tendency still in force, and the weaknesswas not entirely overcome during
the short session, although there were

Improvements. The London exchange
was closed for a holiday, leaving some

uncertainty as to the speculative sentl-
merit of that center, which was depressedyesterday. Added to this was a

weak tone in Sugar on a new crop of
rumors of a new phase of the war in the
Sugar trade. The new stocks of the
Republic Steel Company, dealt in on

the exchange for the time yesterday,
showed an inclination to maintain the
price established for them yesterday,
and Norfolk & Western and Northern
Pacific In the railroad grop showed a

reactionary tendency. Consolidated
Qas dropped an extreme 4% per cent.
Brooklyn Transit was heavy, and there
were other less Important points of
weakness. In the second hour of the
session the traders manifested a dispositionto cover short contracts, apparentlyin the fear that the unfavorable
character of the bank statement had
been exaggerated, as proved to be the
case.
Renewed demands from the shorts

forced up Consolidated Gas an extreme
7% per cent. Mobile & Ohio gained
about 3 per cent and Norfolk & Pacific
rallied over a point. Great Western
preferred gained 3 per cent; Louisville,
Chicago & Eastern Illinois, St. Paul &
Duluth and the Tobacco stocks a point
or over. Sugar advanced an extreme
2% per cent, and became very feverish,
serving to unsettle the market. The recoveryIn the general list, however,
held for the most part. A feature
was the movement In a number of insignificantstocks. Including Peoria &
Eastern, Kanawha & Michigan,
Keokuk & Des Moines and ColoradoCoal Development Company.

In view of the forced liquidation In
Brooklyn Transit early In the week, the
extension of credits to the amount of
19.056,000, shown by the bank statement,
came as a surprise. The decrease in
cash proved to be less than a million,
whereas the known movements of
money indicated that it would be
23,500,000. The decline In the surplus
Is therefore largely due to Increase of

loan expansion. Viewed apart from
the previous exaggerated estimates, the
return Is weak. The changes are Impossibleof explanation from any transactionsknown to the public.
The action of the stock market was

very Irregular, and somewhat puzzling
during the week. A number of the
most prominent specialties and industrialsshowed extreme demoralization
early in the week. The raids by the
bears upon these stocks were commonlysupposed to be a tactical manoeuvrewith the object of obstructing
the disposition of the general list to
advance.
In the majority of the standard railroadstocks net changes are small, nor

hns there been any marked activity In
these stocks during the week. Quite
a number of Southern and Southwesternrailroads show reactions from recenthigh prices on profit-taking, which
has been on a very large scale. It has
been sufficiently obvious that the tendencyof the market to advanco was

chiefly due to operations by pools formedby professional speculators. The
buying of 8.000 shares of stocks and
then bidding several points higher for
100 shares Is a quite familiar process
on the Wall street, but In a number of
rases this week the higher bid developednn astonishing amount of stock
waiting to realize. A good deal of
this. according to the opinion of specialists.Is stock that was bought at
a higher level last spring by that portionot the population designated in
Wall street ns the "outside public."
Having held through a heavy decline,
these owners are eager to take a small
profit, or even to get out without loss.
In the high grade railroad stocks, such
as the Grangers and Trunk lines, prices
were long ago made to discount expectedIncreases In dividend rates. In
some cases these Increases have not
come. In spite of large gains In earnings,hut prices have been maintained
at the high level. The return on the
purchase at present dividend rates of
many standard railroads Is less than
on high grade bonds. Moreover, the

great activity In all branches of trade
and Industry, and the employment thus
found for money has made a rate for
money which tempts to the conversion
of securities Into floating capital. Last
year, authorities In the financial world
predicted that the return on capital
would b»« permanent at 3 to 3«± per
cent, and prices of high grade securitieswere run up accordingly.: With
money In the market yielding 4 per
cent or better In loans, the hold of
stocks and bonds on the hlifher level
of prices becomes somewhat precarious.
This Is shown In gilt-edge railroad
bonds and In government bonds,
both here and abroad. That money
Is likely to continue firm. at

least at the present level of prices, Is
the evident expectation of the world's
fltiancal authorities, ss evidenced by
the precautionary and strengthening
policy of the Hanks of Knglaud,
